Nixon Campaign to 
Back ike's Program 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (;p)— Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon apparently is goinff to play politics close to his 
vest in the final full congressional neasion of President 
Eisenhower's tenure. With the 1960 Republican presiden- 
tial nomination seomingly his for the taking, Nixon has 
toJd as.sociatc3 he thinks the -best course he can follow 
in the next six months is to be Eisenhower's alert and 
helpful vice president. This apparently means public and 
vigorous support of the leg- 
islative program Eisenhower 
will laj^down in his Jan. 7 
state olrthe union message. 
Nixon has been kept abreast 
of developments In the formation 
of this program. 
■ Whatever private reservations 
he may have about tome of the 
Zlsenhower proposals, Nixon 
luiows he wlil be tied securely to 
ttic admlnUUatlon'a domestic pro- 
gram In the ISOO campaign. 

He recognises aUo that the re- 
sults of a mid-May summit meet- 
ing of allled«head3 of state with 
SovieL' Premier Nlklta Khrushchev 
—a session at which he may be 
only a distant onlooker — could 
have a declslvs Influence on liie 
outcome of the elecUon.

don't want their sons goingjt,ut to die with- 
out their galoshes. ' — -~ 

One officer at a Texas air force base 
said that in his abort tour of duty there 
he had gone through half a dozen congres- 
sional Inquiries and unnumbered iiupcc- 
tlona -by Pentagon civilians. 

He echoed a common reaction when he 
said most ot the. Investigations were con- 
cerned with cutting costs, not with turning 
out a superior fighting force. 

Inescapably, the U. S. military is affect- 
. ed by tUs seeming lack of Interest in the 

* quality of fighting men' It produces. The 
filQgan today, might be: 

■ - "Let's keep it cheap, and don't work the 
boys too hard." . . 

There la a terrible irony in all this/ for

WASHINOTOH— No American, 
either In or out of office, has re- 
ceived the vast adulation given 
Dwight Elsenhower. By comparison 
the plaudits showered on Woodrow 
Wilson at the end of World war T 
were a passing phenomenon mark- 
ing the brief In-i 
terlude of Amerl-j 
(^an Intervention] 
In Europe. I 
To a people 
conditioned to tso- 
laUon *nd self- 
•ultlclfucy. Wll- 
oon's iccolode Id 
Paris, London and 
Rome was an af- 
front. Who did 
man think he 
that he could 
court the favor ot _^ 
the European' crowd? National 
Jealousy helped to explain Wilson's 
tragic downfall and the doom of 
- s conce pt of a leag ue ot nations. 

WIt}r'Hsenh"owei-~both"lK"B~"ac- 
clatm and the response are of a 
different order. Clearly the extra- 
ordinary nature of this tribute Is as 
much tor the nation as the man. 
And it Is n cause tor national pdde 
that mllUona ahould pour Into the 
streets In distant clUcs to-cheer 
American president. 

But what of the man himself? 
Tlie soldler-hero from Abilene? Is 
It possible to pass through strange 
lands welcomed aa a triumphant 
hero- statesman and yet remain a 
plain American untouched by so 
much glorlllcatlon? On the answer 
lo this question a great deal turns 
tor Elsenhower's last year In office, 
tor the nature ot the presidency It- 
self, and perhaps also tor the Re- 
publican party. '' 

The triumphal lour has come 
on top of the great Initiative the 
President took In evening conver- 
sations with Premier Klirushchev. 
It has been Elsenhower's year. He 
has emerged Irom tlie ahodows ot 

once close to him 
seemed to be making the decisions 
and directing the show. 

Outwardly, for all the trnnsfor- 
matlon that lOSB has wrought, the 
President appears unchanged. He 
Is the warm-hearted mid westerner 
ipeaking earnest platitudes that 
carry the weight ot his simple con- 
viction.

adding with a good-natured grin 
that he should not have put In the 
"commercial" but should have iald< 
a soft drink. 

Yet, while he has outwardly 
changed little during his annus 
mlrabllls, those who see him at 
close range believe that the most 
powerful elective olllce In the

Bark Beetles Are 
Caught; "Mouse 
Trap" Idea Used 

SPOKANE, Dec. 20 UH—A V. S. 
forest service entomologist has ex- 
plained a "mouse trap" method 
by which foresters are decreasing 
the number ot bark beetles that 
have been doing considerable dam- 
age to Northwest timber atands. 

Speaking st the forestry section 
of tt;e Northwest Scientific asso- 
ciation convention here. PhlUp C. 
Johnson, Missoula, Mont., said a 
freshly felled tree provides both 
the trap and bait In the experi- 
ment. 

According to Johnson the freshly 
felled Uees attract bark beetles. 
With modem emphasis on clean- 
ing up, windfalls or freshly cut 
trees usually are removed quickly. 
Along come the beetles and be- 
cause there Is no downed tree to 
feast on they attack the standing 
trees, Johnson snld. 

Johnson said foresters have been 
setting up trap trees to draw the 
beetles. The downed trees are left 
long enough for the beetles to lay 
eggs and progeny to hatch. Then 
the tree Is either sprayed or hauled 
out of the fore.it along wlth~ a 
goodly number of the damaging 
pests.

His regime has sent more than

has all the power ot an old-fosh- 
loned'dlctator. And that power Is 
backed In the old-fashioned way, 
with Cuba's armed torces, and na- 
tional police plus a new "people's 
army" of workers, peasants and 
students loyal to Castro, 

Conservative balance wlUiIn the 
government has been driven out, 
either Into exile. Into well guard- 
ed obscurity, or Into a Cuban po- 
litical prison. 

Those who nre left foster'and 
direct a program ot social, cco- 
nomlo and agricultural relonn:

thing, to the effect that It would 
not be safe for him. That starts 
the argument which he must, in 
the end, lose. Better he lose It 
at the start and bo told when he 
aska why, ."Because I sold so." 
There la a limit to such arguments 
and the sooner the children learn 
that fact the better. 

Now and again, in the beat reg- 
ulated families, a parent loses pa- 
tience and shouts no when on other 
occasions he hfs said yes, "No" 
came easier because he felt In the 
"no" mood and not because he t^■aa 
thinking of the child's welfare 
That makes for poor parcnUl rela- 
tionships. Children's requests 
should not be dependent on nnr- 
ental moods for decisions. 

Older children, having reached 
the sUge of reflection and reason 
con llalen and understand the 
"why" of the answer. It Is best 
to take time to hear the child out. 
trying to see his aide before saying 
one thing or another. There mny 
bo conditions this time that did 
not exist previous times. A patient, 
aympatheUo bearing will help both 
sides. If, after all the story la 
told, heaht to the end. all questions 
angered, the child will accept the 
decision without too much fuss.

aro good that Idaho children dur- 
ing the next 10 years ore going to 
get ft better education than did 
their parents. - 

Pot one thing, atate Public In- 
struction Superintendent D. P. 
Ehgelking aald today, youngsters 
more and more ftre being, grouped 
according to their abilities. 

No longer must ft doss be geared 
to the work of the slowest student. 
Children are being given, all the 
studies "they can handle." 

When they finish high school. 
Engelklng said, the children of the 
ISOO's "will have a broader experi- 
ence than we used to." And the day 
may not be too many years away 
when college -level subjects are 
tauffht at the high school leveli- 
though Idaho probably won't' sea 
this In the next decade. 

During the next 10 years, Zngel' 
king ' believes, Idohoans wilt see 



— DorUcularly In the.growlDg adult 
education field. 

To keep pace with encroaching 
automation and other technological 
advances of the past 90 years and 
—In some cases— even the past 10 
will require more special training 
for li man or woman to earn a 
living. 

Surveys show the poorly-edu- 
cated person Is having a more dif- 
ficult timo finding work In today's 
world. 

'I think we're going to have a 
development at Junior colleges In 
the future to take caro al extra 
pupils," EngelUng said, "those who 
want to spedallzo In higher types 
of learning. 

"The brand of education ftloo Is 
moving up. It may take Junior 
college preparation to meet senior 
college standards In the future. 
Right now, many students are mov- 



ing west because eastern schools 
are tlgbtenlng uti enrollment.^' 

Mrs. Margu^le Campbell. Hew 
Meadows, chairman of the atate 
board of education, shares some of 
these views with Engelklng. She. 
too, belleves tbeie-will -and -should 
be a growth of Junior colleges 
wherever the toxpayen. can afford 
them. 

Not only do the Junior .colleges 
provide special tnOnlog beyond the 
high school level, she ssld, but 
often this tnUnlng Is less eziKnolve 
In a "hometown" Junior college.' 

Just how far Idaho will be able 
to go In developing Junior colleges, 
however, will depend upon the tax- 
payers' ability to pay for It. Both 
Engelklng and Mrs. Campbell be- 
lieve that financing will , be the 
number one problem for education 
to solve In the next decade. 

They said the population In- 
crease Is going to require ntcre 
school buildings In the 'state, more 
teachers and — if we are to retain 
the good InstructOTs^-salarlea com- 
mensumto with- those of private 
Induslry. 

A proposed conitltutlcfflal amend- 



ment' to lalse'the limitation' on 
Idaho's bonded IndebtedneM.would 
belp, 'tbey aald. This proposal-r'to 
be put before the electorate at next 
November's general electlon--^ould 
change the limitation to three per 
cent. of. Idaho's -assesKd.TiluaUon. 

.Oov. Robert E. Smylle aald that, 
based on present vahutlon, tbla 
proposal would allow bonding up to 
IS million ddlars. The consUtutlon 
as It stands now restricts- this to 
two ml^on dollars. 

Elimination of waste also might 
help aolvcs the financial altuatlon 
cor^rontlng education In' Idaho, 
Mrs. Cam^ll sold. She bdleves 
the state board of education will 
have to go to work on the currlcu- 
luma of the four-year colleges and 
eUmlnate duplication of studies. 

The controversial question of 
federal old also wlU enter thu plc- 
turo during the next decade. Good 
or bad depending on your view- 
point — the govenmient probably 
will step In with aid of various 
kinds, Engelklng said, "If the state 
does not support Its Institutions," 
particularly where national defense 
Is concerned. 



And he's not too certain federal 
aid Is bad, thoogh he sold he does 
not know whether -he^s rUt sym- 
pathy wlth'the way they aro dohig 
It at the present time." 
■ Wheh you consider the fact the 
government ow&a 61 pcr-ccnt of the 
land In Idaho, )ie said, and Is not 
taxed for Its holdings "It seems 
enth-dy reasonable they (the gov- 
ernment) ahould help support the 
state." 

But flhandng la not the only 
big headache lying la wait for 
Idaho' education during the decodb 
ahead, EagelUng and Mrs. Camp- 
bell said. There also wlU be the 
problem of getting snd keeping 
weU-tnOned teachers. 

Engelklng said well likely see a 
growth of graduato "InsUtutes" for 
teachers. The federal government 
already Is sponsoring such Insti- 
tutes In the fields of science and 
mathematics. 

Similar help should be given, he 
believes, whenever possible at the 
local level to help teachers who 
wUh to Improve themselves.'
